HOLDS UP BERRY’S 
STORE ON STATE 


Negro Slugs Watchman at 
Candy Shop; Stops Girl as 
She Stores Cash Away. 


ESCAPES WITH $300 LOOT. 


A negro bandit slugged the night watchman 
of the storeroom on the second floor over 
the confectionery store of Berry's Incor- 
porated, opposite the Palmer house on State 
street, a few minutes after midnight this 
morning. He stopped the woman cashier as 
she was just about to put the night's receipts 
in the money vauk, and got away with $3uv. 

The crime was one of the most daring that 
has occurred on State street Im years. Al- 
though the hour was late, there were many 
people on the street, and the store over which 
the crime was committed was still brilliantly 
lighted. 

The bandit evidently had laid his plans 
carefully, and the way those plans worked 
out indicate that he was thoroughly familiar 
with the place. 


» 
Concealed Himself tn Booth. 

He entered early in the eveming—it is sup- 
posed when the after theater rush was at its 
height—through dn airshaft at the rear of 
the second floor in which, he must have 
known, was the vault in which money was 
kept overnight. 

That chance came within a minute after 
midnight, when it is the custom to close for 
the night. The watchman, an old man named 
James Macay, had gone upstairs to act as an 
escort for Miss Bysmith. 

As he reached the top of the stairs the negro 
stepped out noiselessly from his hiding place 
and struck him a blow with a sandbag on the 
head. Macay fell without a cry. 

In the meantime the girl cashier, Miss 
Helen Bysmith, 351 West Sixty-fourth street, 
had taken the money from the cash register— 
quite a bundle of bills and silver—and had 
gone upstairs. 

While she stooped she heard the faint sound 
caused by the fall of McKay, but before she 
could look up the negro, who had moved 
toward her with the tread and silence of a 
panther, wae standing over her. 


Girl Shrinks in Terror. 

The girl shrank back in terror and the man 
snatched the money from her hands. A few 
of the bills fluttered to the floor_and he 
stooped and picked them up. 

Then he suddenly made a motion toward 
the girl which caused her to dart back. 
lose her footing on the top of the stairs, wach 
roll over and over to the bottom. 

While the girl wae falling the thief ES, 
and ran. He fied back to the end of a hall- 


way on the second floor, where he had left a | 


ladder, up which he climbed to the opening in 
an air shaft. 

He went down the air sheaf to an opening 
below. Through this be was able to reach 
the fire escape. In this manner he regained 
the street and apparently vanished.

| SLUGGER CAUGHT 
BY ARMED POSSE 
IN INDIANA TOWN 


Walter Stevens, Suspected as 
Accomplice of ‘Moss’ En-. 
right, Held at Gary. 


TWO CONFESSIONS NAME HIM 


Chauffeur and Wounded Man Tell 
Police All About Gentle- 
man Murder. 


ANOTHER THUG HUNT ON TODAY 


Walter Stevens, one of the labor sluggers 
most wanted by the Chicago police, was ar- 
rested last night at Black Oak, a hamlet four 
and a half miles southwest of Gary, Ind., on 
the Little Calumet river. His capture wae 
due to the fact that he had openly boasted 
that he had killed a man in Chicago. 

Another slugger of almost equal importance 
in the solution of the mysteries surrounding 
the murders of Vincent Altman and 
“Dutchy’’ Gentleman is the object of a man 
hunt along the Little Calumet river. . He is 
** Red *” Connors, brother of ‘‘ Deanie ’’ Con- 
nors, and the Gary police believe he and 
Stevens were camping together. They or- 
ganized posses early tate morning to search 
for him. 

Detectives Miller and Schweikert of the 
Cetective bureau went to Gary to rush &te- 
vens back without extradition, if possible, 
Other detectives will help hunt Connors. 
The mem, if both are brought back, will be 
confronted with a confession gained by the 
police last night from Abbott Ross, “ Mosey ’’ 
Enright’s chauffeur. 

Ross is said to have told the police all he 
knew about the Gentleman murder and this 
is said to have been enough to cinch con- 
viction. Ross’ confession is said to have 
been corroborated in every detail by Fred 
Wilson, who was wounded In the erm by a 
stray bullet when Gentleman was killed. 
Wilson, who gave the nameof Williams, was 
arrested Wednesday night at the Ross reat. 
dence, -424 West Forty-second place. 


Stevens Rode to. Murder Scene. 

That these two confessions have impli- 
cated Stevens along with Enright and the 
other men implicated in the murder seems 
certain, Stevens is known to have ridden 
downtown to a point near O’ Malley’s State 
street saloon a few hours before * Dutchy” 
Gentieman was shot there, He rode in the 
“gray pirate car’ owned by Enright. It 
was driven by Ross, and the other two pas- 
sengers were Enright and Robert Ganey. 

Stevens’ bodst that he had “ killed a fellow 
in Chicago ” led to his capture, which was 
effected in a highly sensational manner. The 
village of Black Oak was greatly excited 
by the presence of a confessed murderer and 
at 7:30 o'clock last night Chief of Police 
Joseph B. Martin of Gary received an anony- 
mous telephone message telling him of 
Stevens’ boasts. 

Martin called Police Judge Ora Wilder- 
muth, Police Capt. John Mulcahey, and De- 
tective Louis Elsner, and the four entered an 
automobile and drove to Black Oak. When 
they reached there Stevens was standing 
in front of a saloon, leaning against a tree 
and surrounded by gaping villagers, astoun¢- 
ed at the bloodcurdling tales he was telling. 


Boasts He Will Kill. 

“If those fellows there turned out to be 
policemen I would kill them all and get away 
mighty easy,’’ Stevens said, as the autome- 
bile from Gary passed him, Chief Martin 
drove a block past the saloon and the four 
men then walked back. They approached 
Stevens with folded arms, each man havingea 
revolver in his right hanc,.concealed by his 
left forearm. 

Just as they reached Stevens they leveled 
their weapons at him and called him to sur- 
render. He gave up without a fight and the 
officers were surprised par they searched 
him that no weapon was found in his pos- 
Session. Later it was learned from a Black 
Oak man that as the party approached Stev- 
ens apparently threw something behind him 
into a vacant lot. This is believed to have 
béen his revolver and a ¢earch for the weapon 
will be made this napus. 


Erbstein Begins Fight. 

Late yesterday afternoon, following the 
arraignment and holding without ball of 
“ Moesy * Enright on the double charge of 
killing Vincent Altman and “‘ Dutchy ” Gen- 
tleman, the slugger forces began their cam- 
paign to embarrass the police in their efforts 
to get convicting evidence agoinst the men 
accused. 

Attorney Charles E. Erbstetn, a former em- 
ployer of Enright, filed a petition for a writ 


6f habeas corpus to obtain the release on | 


bonds of John McCabe, charged with being 
an accessory to the Gentleman slaying. 
Judge Windes ordered the writ returnable 
thie morning in the Circuit court. Erbstein 
also ia expected to ask a similar writ for En- 
right today. 

Fear McCabe May “‘Squeal.”’ 

“McCabe is the man they fear may talk,” 
Inspector Hunt sald. “ He is the man who 
knows all about the movements of the slug- 
ger automobiles, of the places which were 
visited, and the men assaulted by these 
braves. He was the man at the telephone in 
the union headquarters, as he admits. He 
was the dispatcher for the cars; he got the 
reports of spies who telephoned when the 
coast was clear of police at buildings where 
some poor workmen were slated for slug- 
gings. 

‘We are not afraid the courts are going to 
let such fellows be released, men who for the 
last year or more have been involved in one 
of the worst conspiracies to slig, and shoot, 
and kill that ever existed. 

“We now have evidence that these men 
are guilty of other murders besides the Alt- 
man and Gentleman killings and the slaying 
of Bernard Malloy. These bodies which re- 
cently have been dragged from the river are 


mot all those of suicides, maybe. But we are 


pot ready to talk of that yet.” 


SENATE’S RESOLUTION 
FOR LORIMER INQUIRY 


HEREAS, The senate adopted a reso- 

lution on June 20, 1910, directing 
the committee on privileges and elections 
to investigate the charges relating to the 
election of William Lorimer to the senate 
of the United States, and 

Whereas, Since the senate voted on 
the report of that committee it is repre- 
sented that new material testimony has 
been discovered in reference to such 
matter; 

Whereas, The senate of the state of Illi- 
nois on May 18, 1911, adopted a resolution 
for the reasons therein stated, requesting 
the senate of the United States to insti- 
tute further investigation of the election 
of William Lorimer to the senate, it is 
therefore 

Resolved, That the committee on privi- 
leges and elections sitting en banc be and 


are hereby authorized and directed forth- | 


with to investigate whether in the election 
of William Lorimer as a senator of the 
United States from the state of Illinois 
there were-used and employed corrupt 
methods and practices; that said commit- 
tee be authorized to sit during the sessions 
of the senate and during any recess of the 
senate or of congress; to hold sessions at 
such place or places as it should deem most 
convenient for the purposes of the inves- 
tigation; to employ stenographers, coun- 
sel, and accountants; to send for persons 
and papers, to administer oaths, and as 
early as pfacticable to report the results 
of its investigation, including all testimony 
taken by it, and that the expenses of the 
inquiry shall be paid from th@ contingent 
fund of the senate upon vouchers to be 
approved by the chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The committee is further and specially 
instructed to inquire fully into and report 
upon the alleged “jackpot” fund in its re- 
lation to and effect, if any, upon the 
election of William Lorimer to the senate. 


REGULATETRUSTS, 
URGES ROOSEVELT 


Says Government Should Con- 
trol Them as It Now Does 
Interstate Railways. 


SHERMAN LAW AT FAULT. 


New York, June 1.—Theodore Roosevelt has 
an article on “ The Standard Of] Decision— 
and After ”’ in the Outlook. It says: 

“'The decision of the Supreme court in the 
Standard Oil case has, of course, brought out 
many proposals for altering or amending the 
anti-trust law. There are two classes of 
men whose respective attitudes in reference 
to this law are in theory diametrically op- 
posed, and in results almost identically the 
same! those men who wish no interference 
whatever by the government with any com- 
binations or corporations, and those men 
who under the plea of betng against a!l com- 
binations and big corporations, propose abso- 
lutely to prohibit their existence. 

“In theory these two seta of men are 
diametrically opposed. In practice the activi- 
ties of the second class, who wish totally to 
prohibit all corporations, can result only in 
practically fulfilling the wish of the first class 
by leaving the ‘present situation funda- 
mentally unchanged Actual experience with 
the anti-trust law extending over many years 
has shown that it does not and cannot by any 
possibility be made to do what the extreme 
antagonists of corporations desire or as- 
sert that they desire. 

“As construed by the Supreme court, the 
anti-trust law accomplishes a certain amount 
of good and it has been a good thing to obtain 
the decision that has been obtained against 
the Standard Oil company. 


Calls Law Vitally Defective. 


* But as a. means of effectually grappling 
on behalf of the whole people with the prob- 
lem created by what are commonly called 
trusts—that is, of enormous combinations otf 
corporate capital engaged in interstate busi- 
ness—the anti-trust law is radically and vital- 
ly defective, and any effort to strengthen it 
would be worse than futile, and would result 
only in prolonging the time during which 
the corporations will escape control of the 
kind demanded in the interests of the peo- 
Die. 

“The anti-trust law was framed on the 
theory that it was possible to turn back the 
wheels of progress in industrialism, and in 
an age of combination to put a stop to the 
combinations under which business was car- 
ried on. 

‘While, as I have said, the anti-trust law 
,as Low construed, does accomplish a certain 
amount of good, it was out of the question 
that, framed as it was in such a spirit and 
with such a purpose, it could achieve in any 
but the smallest degree what its framers 
hoped, and any effort to achieve this purpose 
simply by making the law more stringent 
will result either in nothing or in changing 
the situation for the worst. 


Urges Government Regulation. 

“What is urgently needed is the enactment

MARTIN'S PLAN WINS 


Privileges and Elections Com- 
mittee to Make New In- 
-quiry as to Bribery, 


“JACKPOT” WILL BE BARED

Washington, D. C., June 1.—[ Special. }~—The 
senate of the United States today unanimous- 
ly ordered a thorough, comprehensive, and 
effective investigation into all the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the election of 
William Lorimer to a seat in its chamber. 

The action was taken following the adop- 
tion of the resolution offered by Senator 
Martin of. Virginia, leader of the minority, 
the vote in favor of which was 48to20. This 
was a substitute for the La Follette resolu- 
tion. After its adoption the presiding officer 
put the question on the original proposition 
to make an investigation. Upon this there 
was no roll call. All the senators who voted 
against the Martin resolution favored an in- 
vestigation. 

This resolution designates the committee 
on privileges and elections as the agent of 
the senate to conduct the inquiry as against

It was brought out during the sensational 
debate that ocecurred—a debate marked by

Lorimer Open to Suspicion.

nished the money to bribe legislators and 
buy seats in this Body or will it hamper it- 
self by that sense of propriety and restric- 
tion that will make safe Mr. Hines and the 
men from whom he collects $10,000 contri- 
butions? 

“Will it in the hearing of the tariff bills 
that areto come protect Mr. Hines’ duty on 
lumber and keep it in the tariff bill?, Will 
it affect the duty on iron? Mr. President, 
I think this senate owes something to it- 
self as well as to the public. Senators may 
assume to despise public opinion and hold 
@ in contempt and they may discredit the 
intelligence of the American reading public 
That is they may attempt to do £0; but will 
not succeed. If there is anything that is 
needed, it is to restore the senate of the 
United States to the high public esteem it 
once occupied and which it ought to occupy 
now.” 


Lea Assails Whitewashing. 

Senator Lea of Tennessee criticised the 
previous committee investigation on the 
ground that it had deliberately excluded 
evidence. 

“The committee,” he said, “ 44d not hau! 
Pdward Hines to the stand and take his 
testimony as to the election of William Lori- 
mer. I believe we will all agree today that 
Hines could have shed more light upon 
this subject than any other man. M?. Hines 
was not an unknown man in this contro- 
versy at the time the subcommittee sat in 
Chicago. He had been known for some time 
as one of the creators or alleged creators 
of Senator Lorimer. 

“In THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE of May 4, 1910, 
many months before the subcommittee sat in 
Chicago, there was an article published show- 
ing the connection between Senator Lorimer 
and Mr. Hines. We find such articles com- 
ing frequently. Again we find similar ar- 
ticles in TH TRIBUNE of May 27 and Aug. 5. 


Hines Early in Limelight. 

“Then we find that by September public 
opinion had grown so in regard to the con- 
nection of this man Hines with this con- 
troversy that a great conservation congress 
held at St. Paul considered Hines would not 
be a fit man to preside in the chairmanship 
of the committee on credentials, and why? 
Because of his notorious connection with the 
Lorimer case. 

“It was notorious for the conservation 
congress to deny chairmanship of the com- 
mittee on credentials to him, but it was not 
notorious in the subcommittee at Chicago 
to send for him and to ask him what he 
knew in regard to the election of William 
Lorimer—the election of a man who, as I 
understand it, he had boasted throughout 
the clubs of Chicago that he had created 
and raised to the exfiited position which he 
then was filling. 

“Mr. President’ and senators, whenever 
we cast a vote to reopen this case, disguise 
it and sugar coat it as we may, it forces 
us to conclude the investigation by the for- 
mer committee was not a success but a fail- 
ure. For if it had been a success, whether it 
exonerated Lorimer or justified him, we 


would not be consuming time in regard to 


deciding whether we shall make another in- 
vestigation and who shall conduct it.”’ 


Kenyon Says Public Opinion Is Busy. 

“Mr. President, I had not intended to oc- 
cupy any time of the senate in this discus- 
sion,’’ said Senator Kenyon, “ but I find 
myeelf in the same position as the senator 
from Tennessee. Being compelied under my 
conecience as I see my duty to vote not to 
refer this case to that committee (privileges 
and elections), I want simply to give a few 
of the reasons that are moving me. The 
senator from Idaho (Mr. Heyburn) has said 
this matter is being tried everywhere else. 
He is exactly right. 

* Whether we believe it or not, we realize 
the force and power of that public sentiment. 
It is an abhorrent thing to me that the head 
of a great lumber trust can sit on the uphol- 
stered lounges of a great club and, sur- 
rounded by the aroma of a cigar, boast how 
they have spent $100,000 to ‘ put over’ the 
election of a man tothe United States senate. 
If Mr. Hines has that information I want a 
committee that will make Mr. Hines produce 
that information. 

“TI have the greatest respect for the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, espe- 
cially its honored chairman, the great law- 
yer from the state of Vermont [Mr. Dilling- 
ham}. But if this subcommittee in its pre- 
vious investigation could not discover that 
this same party who is now boasting of the 
money they spent had anything to do with 
it—the papers full of it, the air full of it— 
they could not have conducted a tho 


investigation. ,

The ques- 
tion goes to that far-reaching extent. If Mr, 
Hines with his lumber trust has contributed, 
has it been for the purpose of getting a dis- 
trict attorney to prosecute trusts? That is 
one feature of this case that has come to me 
lately, because I have seén these withering

GIRL OF 15 STACEY SUBJECT 


Latest Marriage by Justice Re- 
sults in Criminal Action. 


SAYS CHILD LOOKED OLDER. 


Investigation of “Cupid Parlor’’ Meth- 
ods Being Made by Supt: Bodine. 


Another “ cradie robbery ” was credited to 
William Stacey, the official ‘* marrying 
equire’’ of County Clerk Sweitzer’s office 
yesterday. 

It was learned that he had joined in mar- 
riage. Mary Brenning, a 15 year old girl, toa 
man named John Walsh. The ceremony was 
performed in Clerk Sweitger’s ‘‘ cupid par- 
lor ’’ in the county building. ) 

The facts came to light when a warrant for 
the arrest of Walsh on a charge of abduc- 
tion was sworn out by Henry Brenning, the 
child bride's father. Brenning charged that 
Walsh had’ represented that the girl was 18 
years of age. 

Justice Denies and Admits, 

Stacey at first denied that he had married 
the girl, but later admitted that he had done 
so when confronted by the records. Stacey. 
is now under a cloud because he married 15 
year old Maria Grace Orlando toa man twice 
her age early last month. ' 

He excused himself for this second mar- 
riage by saying that the Brenning girl 
“looked to be” 18 years.of age. When W"l- 
liam L. Bodine, superintendent of compulsory 
education, was notified of this he said: 

“T have detailed an officer on the Brenning 
case and it will be given a thorough invest!- 
gation. My department Is also investigating 
a number of other cases of child marriages. 


Says Stacey Is Unfit. 

“Clerk Sweitzer is assuming a great re- 
sponsibility in maintaining this man in his 
affice. I*think that it has been demonstrated 
conclusively that he is not fit for the place. 
He seems to be out to get the fees regardiess 
of how many girls in short clothes are 
victims. 

“His statement that the Brenning girl 
‘looked to be 18’ is no excuse at all. It is 
his duty to make inquiries, and in cases 
where there is the least doubt it is his duty 
to refuse to perform the marriage ceremony. 

* But the hollowness of thie excuse is 
shown beyond al doubt in the seesteaails 
On the back of the foarriage license there is 
a blank affidavit férm cértifying to the ages 
of the contracting parties. Had Stacey in- 
sisted that the father of the girl be sent for 
this case would never have come up. In 
other words, this marriage mil is depriving 
the public of the protection of the marriage 
law.”’

“Jack”. Johnson, the negro champion 
heavy weight pugilist of the world, was ‘up ”’ 
before Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Mu- 
nicipal court yesterday. The last time before 


that that Johngon was “ up” before a judge 


was in San Francisco, He got twenty-five 
days in jail for auto speeding, All that he got 
from Justice Olson yesterday was a “ pase” 
for his head, which he blocked easily, and an 
order for the immediate trial of a civil suit 
against him, to give him time to go to the 
coronation of King George in London. 

When Johnson with his attorney, Gustave 
E. Beerly, appeared in the chambers of Judge 
Olson, the judge sprang to his feet and made 
a pass at the negro, who dodged and sought 
refuge in a corner.

“You'll nee@ them before you get out,” 
said Judge Olson. “I have decided that I 
will have to take you on myself, Jack.”

ALL ABOUT STBEL 


Official Offers to Reveal Facts 
- Concerning Corporation 
and Subsidiaries. 


DENIES WORLD COMBINE. 


Before House Inquiry He Ad- 


mits Control of Smaller 
Concerns. 


washington, VD. C. June 1.—Sibert H. 
Gary, chairman of the board of directors of 
the United States Steel corporation, today 
offered to lay bare all the facts concerning 
the corporation and to “ stand or fall on the 
records,” 

He declared he would furnish the investi- 
gating committee of the touse of representa- 
tives all the facts and figures that the com- 
mittee wantei concerning the affairs of the 
corporation and its subsidiary companies. 

* All you néed to dé is to request what you 
want,” he said, "and we will furnish it.” 

Mr. Gary denied that he is planning to form 
@ trust to contro] steel products and prices 
ef the entire world, and frankly admitted 
that the steel corporation has absolute dom- 
imation of subsidiary companies. 

The steel official appeared today as the sec- 
ond witness in the inquiry being conducted 
into the “‘ steel trust.”” His examination will 
be continued tomorrow when the committee 
will seek to learn further facts relating to 
the taking over by the steel corporation of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company. 


Takes Back Significant Remark. 

Mr. Gary surprised the committee with 
the statement that the Tennessee company 
before its absorption, while nominally ‘‘ inde- 
pendent of all other companies" was “ de- 
pendent™So far as getting a Hvelihood was 
concerned,” a remark which he quickly asked 
to have expunged from the record and which 
he said he had “no business to make.” 

This remark, however, served to forecast 
the probability tnat sir. Gary tomorrow 
might make statements not in accord with 
the testimony given by John W. Gates as 
.te the highly prosperous condition of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company at the time 
of the “forced sale” to the steel corpora- 
tion. Mr. Gary told the committee the Ten- 
pessee Coal and Iron company still owes the 
steel corporation $10,167,700 for money ad- 
vanced. 


Trust’s “String’’ on Subsidiaries. 

Regarding control of subsidiaries, Mr. Gary 
said: 

" There is not any doubt that the United 
States Steel corporation as the owner of 
most of the stocks of the subsidiary com- 
panies ultimately controls those subsidiary 
companies, including their management and 
conduct.’’ 

Asked if the Carnegie Steel company now 


as competes with other subsidiary companies 


in the steel corporation, Mr. Gary said: 

“TI should say it does, putting my interpre- 
tation on the word.. I came to be frank and 
to give you the exact factsa—that you muy- 
put your own construction on them. 

“The subsidiary companies have their 
own directors and officers and have the right 
to‘act independently, but as the steel corpo- 
ration owns the securities, if the conduct of 
@ subsidary company was antagonistic in 
any way it would only be a question of time 
when the administration of that subsidiary 
company would be changed.”’ 

Mr. Gary deciared the bureau of corpora- 
tions, the report of which the committee has 
been endeavoring to get from Secretary Na- 
geil, with the consent of the president, had 
been investigating the steel corporation for 
five or six years. 


U. 8. Investigation Thorough. 

“The government's investigation through 
that source has been thorough and exhaus- 
Give,"’ said Mr. Gary. “ The-bureau of cor- 
porations must have a house full of facts. It 
has cost the steel corporation hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to comply with the re- 
quests of that bureau for information and 
Statistics.” 

Mr. Stanley asked as to the nature of the 
American Iron and Steel institute. Mr. Gary 
explained that it was an organization of iron 
and stéel men, which met to discuss matters 
in which steel men were interested. | 

“Ts it not a fact that the American Ss 
and Steel institute is an international organ- 
ization seeking to interest foreign stee] men 
in a combination of business affairs?” was 
asked. | 
“Mr. Gary started to reply when Chairman 
Stanley interrupted. 

“I have heard, he said, “‘ from time to time 
afd have read in foreign journals and others 
that the ultimate purpose of the American 
Iron and Steel institute was to reach an 
amicable agreement among steel men in this 
and foreign countries so that there might be 
@ necessary steadying of pricesgin the rest 
of the world similar to the steadying of steel] 
prices in this country.

WATER SUPPLY SHORT. 


Soldiers, Stifled by Dust, Curse 
Those Responsible for 
the Move. 


Galveston, Tex., June 1.—(Special.|—With 
the ambulances filled to, vapacity and pri- 
vate conveyances pressed into service to 
carry the sick and footsore, and a record of 
more than 300 prostrations, the first separate 
brigade of 4,000 men, Gen. A. Mills command- 
ing, struck camp at the fifty mile point on its 
500 mile hike from Galveston to Houston 
and return. 

With the temperature registering from 97 
to 106, the column of troops wae stretched 
over a line of three miles, while ordinarily 


the brigade would march in one mile line. . 


The scarcity of water made the men rebel- 
lious and officers were hissed the moment 
their backs were turned. 

Men fell along the road bleeding at the nose 
and others fell in convulsions, but the hike 
was pressed on with the thermometer regis- 
tering higher than it evér has at this season 
of the year in the history of Texas. 


Clouds of Dust Stifle Troops. 

The powdered lIimestone macadamized 
roads gave forth clouds of dust which stitied 
the parched throats of the soldiers who were 
too proud to give up until they fell by the 
wayside or were pulled from the ranks by 
the regimental surgeons, who did herofc 
service in trying to reduce the proetrations. 

At times more than one-half of this three 
mile column was out of line and the soldiers 
with feet bleeding from the hard roads cursed 
the men responsible for the hike at every 
step. Nearly, a thousand coast artillerymen 
saw sérvice in the Spanish-American and 
Philippine campaigns, but they declared thelr 
experiences in these campaigns were heaven 
compared with this hike. 

The railroad water tanks between Galves- 
ton and Houston were depended upon to sup~ 
ply water for the troops, but the facilities 
were so inadequate that men were forced to 
stand in line for hours before all of them 
could be served. They broke ranks and wan- 
dered about the farms seeking water, and in 
many instances emptied\cisterns to which 
the owners directed them. 


Men Become Rebellious. 

The canterr ere filled in the morning and 
were supp .9 last until noon, but in- 
variaviy the cantcens were emptied in three 
hours out of camp. Many confpanies were 
so disorganized that only two meals were 
served breakfast and supper, and hungry, 
thirety, footsore, and weary, the men com- 
plained and then became rebellious. 

The sixty pound packs the men were com- 
pelled to carry across their shoulders were 
abandoned in many casee and were picked up 
and loaded on wagons pressed into service 
for the purpose. 

Petitions are being circulated to return the 
troops to Galveston by rail, but the war de- 
partment claims it is without funds to pay 
the transportation. Fifty of the seriously 
sick were sent to the permanent hospital in 
Galveston, and the three regimental hospi- 
tals with the command are filled. All pa- 
tients are designated as heat prostrations.

Tragedy at Managua Due to} 


a Political Conspiracy 
Against Diaz. 


CITY IN STATE OF SIEGE. 


Government Issues Denial of 
Widespread Revolution- 
ary Movement. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 1.—The ex- 
plosion in the Fortress La Loma on Tiscapa 
hill, overlooking Managua, yesterday after- 
noon killed about 120 persons, mostly sol- 
diers, One hundred and seventeen bodies 
have been taken from the ruins, including 
those of a woman and a boy who were sell- 
ing fruit to the soldiers. 

It was Officially stated today that the blow- 
ing up of the fortress was due to a political 
pilot. Many Liberals, supporters of ex-Pres- 
ident Estrada, have been placed under ar- 
rest. 

President Adolfo Diaz, against whom the 
plot is said to have been directed, his min- 
isters, and others identified with the govern- 
ment escaped injury. 


Deny Widespread Rebel Movement. 

The government. has issued an emphatic 
denial of a widespread revolutionary move- 
ment, but the situation in Managua is as ser'- 
ous as that which arose when the attempts 
were made against Estrada last February. 

Troops are guarding the palace and pub- 
Mc buildings and detachments of cavalry ate 
patrolling the streets. The capital is pract- 
cally in a state of siege. 

It igs eaid the explosion coincided with that 
of a revolutionary movement at Leon, which 
failed owing to action taken by the govern- 
ment. 


Previous Explosion Killed 400. 
Fort La Loma was perched at the summit 
of. an extinct volcano and looked down on 
Managua from a height of 2,000 feet. After 
the government arsenal blew up in the city 
nine years ago, during the dictatorship of 
Zelaya, it was reéstablished at La Loma, 
where there was a regular garrison of 250 
men. , 
Four hundred persons were killed in the 
first explosion, which probably was an acci- 
dent, and for days the trees of the city park 
adjacent hung drape@with tatters of human- 
ity and the sky was black with vultures 


Fled in Terror from City. 

Zelaya thought to make political capita! out 
of the situation and sought by promises of 
immunity from prosecution to induce two 
leaders of the opposition te confess that the 
explosion had been plotted by their party. 
The two leaders, Castro and Guandigue. 
afraid to implicate themselves by talking, 
were equally condemned by their silence.

‘HONOR CARNEGIE AS WAR FOE 


National Liberal Club of London 
Dines the Ironmaster. 


PROGRESS IN PEACE SEEN. 


Sir Edward Grey Tells of Advance in 
the Arbitration Movement. 


LONDON, June 1.—The National Liberal 
club tonight gave a dinner to Andrew Carne- 
gie in recognition of his peacecrusade. Barl 
Carrington presided, 

Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign secre- 
tary, In toasting Mr. Carftiegie devoted his 
speech to the peace movement, in which he 
was convinced real progress #8 being made. 

Two causes contributed to that progress 
among the nations of the world, he said, the 
first, growing out of the financial burden in 
maintaining armaments, and the second, an 
equally growing aspiration amongest those 
possessing the greatest share of political 
power in democratic European countries for 
greater security and the raising of the level 
of life by social reforms involving heavy ex- 
penditure. 

Mr. Carnegie, in responding, said that the 
reason arbitration failed to produce the 
desired results was because honor was the 
most dishonored word in the English lan- 
guage. It was not war which pwas our great- 
est curse and enemy; it was the everlasting 
danger of war.- 


NOTES FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


PARIS—The French foreign office has received 
from Ambassador Jusserand at Washington, the 
tentative draft of President Taft's proposal fora 
treaty of arbitration between the United States 
and this country. 

BERLIN—Emperor William has sent a letter, ac- 
companied by a- signed portrait of himself, to 
Herr von Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial chan- 
cellor, ¢ongratulating him on the passagé by 
parliament of the Alsace-Lorraine constitution 
and state insurance bills. 

SANTIAGO, Chili—President Barros Luco has 
opened the national congress. The president's 
speech dwelt on the fact that Chill was at peace 
with the world. 

VITERBO, Haly—The testimony of Cuocl, a Nea- 
politan barber, caused such an uproar that the 
proceedings were adjourned. Cuoci said that 
he saw. among the rings worn by the murdered 
Cuoceolo, the one sequestered by the carbineers 
following the arrest of the Camorriste, The 
barber’s statement called forth ovteries from 
the thirty-six prisoners. 

LONDON-—Sir Henry Seymour King, conservative 
member of the house of commons for the cen- 
tral division of Hull, has been unseated. The 
judges found Sir Henry guilty of avishly treat- 
ing his constituents.

Caruso formed Signorita Caretti’s acquaint- 
ance here in Sig. San Gainnetti'’s glove store, 
where she wasemployed. He was captivated 
on the instant and next day the shop gir! re- 
ceiyed as a present a handsome watch. 
Thereafter he was generous to her with both 
@ifts and money. 

Soon, Pauline stoutly asserts, they became 
betrothed. Realizing her deficiencies, she 
agreed to study French and otherwise fit 
herself to be his wife, accompanying him 
meanwhile, with a chaperon, wherever his 
engagements took him. The wedding was to 
follow within two years, she declares, and 
until then she was to be provided with costly 
gowns and a liberal allowance of cash. . 


Presented as His Fiancee. 

Their correspondence ran the usual courée, 
al turn hot, tepid, and cold. His let- 
tefs were getting more and more affectionate 
when Caruso went to Berlin. Pauline, ac- 
companied by her father, went to visit him 
there.

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CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS. 

Few will dispute Attorney General Wick- 
ersham’s statement that prison sentences 
would be the most e*ective means of enfore- 
ing respect for the anti-trust law. One 
great merit of the oil and tobacco trust de- 
fisions is, in his opinion, that it will make 
it easier to secure such sentences. The He- 
cisions have given a definite construction 
to the law, and as a consequence juries wi!! 
be more willing to convict and judges 
to impose prison sentences. It is be- 
cause of this change in conditions that 
the United States district attorney~in 
New York City gives notice that hereafter 
antitrust prosecutions will be directed en- 
tirely toward individuals. When the per-

trust are put in prison it will come to a 
speedy end. 
It is plaih from what the attorney ‘gen- 
eral said to an inqguisitiv@house committee 
‘that there will be criminal! prosecutions of 
‘the heads of the oi] and tobaccotrusts.

POSTOFFICE EFFICIENCY AND THE 
PARCELS POST. 

Postmaster Genera] Hitchcock has put a 
self-supporting postal department at the 
service of the country. Its revenues have 
been increased by profitable extensions and 
it meets more adequately the needs of the 
people. Its deficit has been wiped out. 
It has a surplus. If the promise of these 
facts be fulfilled it will not have a burden 
of debt to carry in the future; it will not 
need appropriations from the national] treas- 
ury and it will be prepared for other un- 
dertakings. 

Whatever gains are made by efficient 
and economical management in this de- 
partment are returned directly to the peo- 
ple in one form or another, by extensions 
of service or reductions of rates. 

At this point it seems as if the parcels 
post‘ could not be denied much longer. It 
never has been seriously argued that the 
government should not undertake parcel 
carrying because of expense. It was es- 
timated that the business would prove prof- 
itable rather than costly. An express 
monopoly which is not tolerated in any 
other country is set firmly on the refusal 
of congress to permit the government to 
undertake an extension of service which 
probably would be profitable toitand which 
certainly would be profitable to the peo- 
ple of the country. 

The express monopoly, backed by timid 
business interests whiah fear an injury wi!l 
result to them if the citizeng_be relieved 
of excessive charges for parcel carrying, 
stands in the way of an efficient postoftice 
department undertaking this work. 

Arguments against the parcels post are 
“strong” without in any degree being 
sound; they have been effective although 
Indicrous; they have been responsible for 
the farce which gives a foreign citizen the 
privilege of sending a parce! from his coun- 
try through our postoffice at reduced rates 
and forces the American to carry his to 
the express office and pay excessive charges 
unless he wishes to send.it abroad. Then 
he also may escape the express monopoly— 
but not otherwise. 

These simple facts have been used with 
wearying repetition to show the farce which 
congress carries over from year to year. lu 
the end, of course, such a fallacy cannot 
prevail, but the task of shouting common 
sensé at congressmen is a tiresome one. 

Postmaster Hitchcock, who has put the 
postoffice on a self-supporting basis, asked 
for authority to undertake an experiment 
with parcel posts. Even that has been 
denied. One of his ambitions was to relieve 
the postoffice of its burden of debt. That 
ambition ie satisfied. Another is to have 
the parcels post established while he is in 
charge of the department. The opposi- 
tion is stubborn but it cannot always be 
effective. 


MEDDLESOME WOOLEN 
MANUFACTURERS.

pressed upon them. Among the volunteers 
were men identified with the lumber an‘l 
print paper interests, and also the presi- 
dent of the American Woolen company. 

It is easy to understand why the lumber 
and print paper people should be ready t» 
unite with anybody to defeat reciprocity. 
It is not so easy to see why a manufacturer 
of woolens should be in theiFeompany. The 
reciprocity agreement does not affect his ia- 
dustry directly or indirectly. There is no 
reference in it to wool or woolens. 

The only plausible explanation is that the 
woolen manufacturers are figuring on a reci- 
They go to the aid of the 
officers of the National Grange expecting 
that when schedule K comes up for consid- 
eration those officers will do what they can 
to swing the farmers into line against any 
reduction of the duties on wool and woolens. 
The manufacturers may reason that if they 
show themselves zealous for the retention 
of duties on wheat and oats, which do not 
benefit the farmers one whit, the farmers 
will assist the manufacturers in the mainte- 
nance of duties which rob the former by 
giving excessive protection to the latter. 

Such a game ought not to work. The 
farmers should have wit enough to see that 
reciprocity with Canada could pot injure 
them, while the too high duties on wool and 
woolens are.a direct tax on them.

AND NOW GERMANY. 

The German government has said thar 
it is willing to take up with the American 
government the subject of a general arbitra- 
tion agreement. 

A few weeks ago the Gertian chancellor 
pronounced the attempt a visionary one an) 
predicted that the treaty which ran counter 
to a national interest “ would burn like tin- 
der.” He spoke for the German conserva- 
tives and they applauded him. The progres- 
sives criticised. 
it the prominence of isolation. 

Probably the government now, in inviting 
negotiations, does not surrender its belief 
that arbitration treaties would be without 
value when most needed, but the Willing- 
ness to negotiate shows at least a partia] 
change of feeling if not of judgment. 

, Germany desires peace. The conquests 
it wants are industrial ones. lt would 
hazard through a treaty as comprehensive 
in its, terms as the one which the American 
government has in mind. Indeed, contro- 


Germany's attitude gave

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versies between the United States and Ger- 
many which could not be settled with ease 
by the diplomats are so unlikely to occur that 
it might never be necessary to have resort 
to the beneficent provisions of the treaty. 
- It is to be hoped that the announcement 
of the negotiations to be entered into with 
Germany will provoke no protests. There 
may be American citizens of foreign birth 
or descent who for one reason or another 
do not love Germany. If there be such, 
they had better keep their dislikes to them- 
selves and make no efforts to defeat a desir- 
able treaty. . 
The arbitration treaties which President 
Taft is endeavoring to secure would not 
put an end to military expenditures. If 
there were one with Germany that country 
would not cease building up its navy. 
Neither would the United States, The lim- 
itation of armaments apparently is in the 
remote distance. But the existence of arbi- 
tration treaties between great nations which 
made war less likely by eliminating some of 
their causes could not but have the effect 
of checking the present passion for the ex- 
pansion of fleets, It is a passion which has 
taken possession of smallem powers which 
ean ill afford the cost of dreadnoughts. Bra- 
zil got some, and Argentina felt obliged to 
follow euit. Chile, thinking it cannot afford 
to be behind Argentina, has concluded te 
strengthen its navy. The world needs more 
arbitration and fewer battleships. 


WHERE LYING IS PERMISSIBLE. 

Notice was given a few weeks ago of the 
intention of the government to proceed under 
the pure food and drugs act against the 
compounders of nostrums which promise 
cures where cures are impossible. Its good 
intentions have been thwarted by the Su- 
preme court. It has decided that a label 
may lie “ when false only in its commenda- 
tory and prophetic aspect.” 

-If the label were to specify quinine as one 
of the ingredients of a patent medicine when 
there was no quinine, that would be a case 
of misbranding and there would be ground 
for prosecution, If the label were to de- 
scribe the ingredients correctly the law 
would be complied wifh.

ING GEORGE has appointed the 
O'Connor Don to bear the standard of 
Ireland at the coronation. The O’Con- 
nor Don, who is the king's lieutenant 
and, custos rotulorum' for the county 
of Roscommon. and who makes his home at 
Clonalis, Cas‘ «rea, in County Roscommon, is 
a direct lineal descendant of King Roderick 
O’Connor, who exercised supreme sovereign- 
ty in Ireland until when in 1172 he surren- 
dered his scepter to Henry II. of England, 

But the O’Connor Don is able to trace his 
ancestry much further back than this. For 
he is a descendant of Eochoidh Morgh- 
meodhm, who ruled as king over Irelané 
until his death, A. D. , and also of the 
latter's grandson, Dush Galach, the first 
Christian, king of Connaught. 

Conchobahr, popularly known as Connor, 
who died as king of Connaught in 978, repre-- 
sented the ninth generation from the founda- 
tion of the dynasty, and it ls from that time 
that the family have been\known by the 
name of O'Connor. 

No more striking evidence of the antiquity 
of the lineage of the O'Connor Don can be 
fufnished than the fact that his estates in 
County Roscommon have been in the pos- 
session of his family more than 700 years. 

The O’Connor Don is unmarried. His moth- 
er was held in high*regard by the late Queen 
Victoria, who used always, whenever she 
dined either at Windsor or at Osborne,’ to 
cause her name to be printed in the court 
circular as “Madam” O’Connor, The Irish 
chieftains who have the prefix “the’’ to 
their names invariably have thelr wives 
addressed as ‘‘ madam,’ which in this case 
is an official title, recognized as such by 
the court of St. James. 


~~» 

The word “the” prefixed to the name sig- 
nifies that the bearer is the principal repre- 
sentative of one of the great houses that 
once exercised sovereign sway over the 
Emerald isle. 

There are many persons in Ireland who 
claim the right to this prefix, and who coolly 
adopt it without a shadow of warrant. But 
among those few whose title is unquestioned 
and recognized alike by the British crown and 
by the people of Ireland are The O’Donohue, 
The Macdermot, whose ancient title of Prince 
Toolavin is kept up to the extent that he is 
always spoken of in his own country as “‘the 
prince”; The Macgillicuddy of the Reeks, 
The O'Brien, who in England is known as 
Lord Inchequin, and The O'Connor, which is 
the real name of the O’Connor Don. 

The “Don” appended to his patronymic is 
not a surname but a title, concerning which 
there is some dispute. In the Irish language, 
however, “Dun’’ signifies ‘‘noble,’’ much the 
Bame as Don does in Spain. . 

The O'Connor Don, like his father, who was 
a member of Queen Victoria's privy council, 
is a Liberal, but holds aloof from politics, 
favoring as he does a more modified form 
of home rule than that demanded by the 
present Irish party. In this he resembles 
his father, who was defeated some twenty 
years ago at the polls by John Redmond, the 
present Nationalist leader. 

St. Dunstan's lodge, where Lord and Lady 
Londesborough entertained the German em- 
peror and empress and their daughter at a 
garden party, which was one of the chief 
features of the kaiser’s London visit and the 
only occasion on which he came into actual 
contact with English society, figures in so 
many of the novels dealing with the early 
Victorian era, notably those of Thackeray, 
Lord Beaconsfield, etc., that it possesses a 
certain amount of interest for people on this 
side of the Atlantic. [ 

It was built at the beginning of the last 
century by the Marquis of Hertford, who 
was Thackeray's Lord Steyne and Disraell’s 
Iard Monmouth, in/that metropolitan Re 
gent’s Park, which was laid out about the 
same time, and designed by George IV., 
prince regent * 

The mansion is surrounded by about fif- 
teen acres of garden, lawn, grand old trees, 
anc ponds, in the center of the park, just 
beyond the royal botanical gardens, and al- 
though in the center of London, conveys the 
impression of being a country seat out in 
Surrey, remote from any big town. 

It used to’be known as Hertford lodge. 
But when in 1830 old St. Dunstan's church in 
Fleet street was pulled down, Lord Hertford 
purchased the clock tower and the wonderful 
old Glock, with its two giants striking the 
hours with clubs on two bells, and set them 
up at his villa in Regent's Park, which he 
thereupon renamed St. Dunstan's lodge. 

Later on the statues of King Lud and of 
Queen Elizabeth, which formerly stood at 
that entrance of the city known as Ludgate, 
were added by Lord Hertford to the clock 
tower / 

It is of interest to recall that the same 
giants that strike the hours today were 
wont to fulfill a similar duty when the ear'l- 
est Shakspeare folios were being printed. 
hundreds of years ago. Edward VII, at- 
tended his first’dance at St. Dunstan's lodge 
ata children’s party given there when he was 
a small boy. 

After the death of the fourth Marquis of 
Hertford in Paris forty-one years ago, St. 
Dunstan’s lodge passed into the possession 
of the late Lord Aldenham, and on his death 
it was acquireg through purchase by Lord 
Lontenvorvett 
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Sir Henry Hoare, who is putting up to 
auction nearly half of his 16000 acres of 
estates for sale next month, is the holder 
of the senior of the three baronetcies held by 
this old banking family, and is a partner of 
the London Sank of Barnett, Hoare & Co. 

The Hoares are of Anglo-Irish origin and 
are descended from one of the officers of 
Cromwell's army who settled in Ireland, ob- 
taining extensive tracts of land in the south 
of the Emerald isle, especially in County 
Cork, where they were known as the Hoares 
of Annabella. 

Early in the eighteenth century, having 
meanwhile become Quakers, they trans- 
ferred the headquarters of their family to 
London, where they established themselves 
as bankers in Fleet street at the sign of 
‘The Old Leather Bottle.”’ These signs date 
from the time when the London &treets were 
still unnumbered and when the leading bank- 
ers and merchants had their distinguishing 
signs, some of the older established of them 
still retaining these signs as an indication of 
the age @} their firm. 

The Hoare family likewise embarked in 
brewing, anc what between this and banking 
succeeded -in amassing great wealth, much 
territorial influence, and last, but not least) 
three baronetcies, held by Sir Henry Hoare. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, and Sir Sidney Hoare, re- 
spectively. One of the family was lord mayor 
of London in 17156. 

oO - 

Sir Henry Hoare, whose baronetcy dates 
from 1786, makes his principal home at Wiit- 
shire. His house, partly destroyed by fire 
some years ago, has now beéen restored in 
keeping with the original design of the 
mansion. 

The latter is a massive building in the Ttal- | 
lan style, occupying the site of an ancient 
Saxon castie, of which the foundations and 
some of the walls remain, and that belonged 
to the noble house of Stourton from the reign 
of Richard II. until George I., when it was 
purchased by the Hoares, who built the pres- 
ent structure,

tions and Daisy Hoare of Annabella is mar- 
ried to Wadsworth Ritchie, son of Mrs. John 
Adair of Rathdare and Glenveague by her 
first marriage, with Co).

Burleson Brings Up Bill. 

The woo! bill ws laid before the caucus by 
Representative Burleson. It was the first in- 
timation the majority of the members had 
been given of its exact terms. Chairman Un- 
derwood undertook an exhaustive explana- 
tion of the measure. 

Mr. Underwood dectlared the duties col- 
lected last year on raw wool amounted to

FRENCHMAN SEVERELY HURT 


Suffers fr.m Injured Shoulder; Other 
Entrants Far in Rear. 


ROME, June 1.—Andre Beaumont and Ro- 
land Garros, the two aviatorg who have 
fought each other every mile of the way for 
supremacy in the great Paris-Rome-Turin 
race, are tonight in the Italian capital. The 
other competitors have met with mishap 
after mishap, and some of them still are in 
France. 

Beaumont, who arrived yesterday, is rest- 
ing preparatory to essaying the third and 
last stage, from Rome to Turia, a distance of 630 
kilometers [891 miles). Garros unfortunately is in 
bay physica! condition. The wrecking of his 
aeroplane near Pisa resulted in quite serious in- 
juries to the aviator. but at 10:80 o’clock this morn- 
ing he clambered pluckily into the seat of a new 
machine and swept away along the Mediterran- 
ean coast at fine speed for this city. 

Great crowds had gathered to witness his cofh- 
ing, but Garros almost collapsed when he landed. 
He said he felt ill, and could scarcely walk. It was 
necessary to help him to the committee room. 


Garros Suffers from Injury. 

Garros explained that he suffered greatly from 
his fall. His right shoulder had been burt and the 
injury was aggravated by the exertion of today’s 
flight. 

Beaumont, hearing of his arrival, rushed to greet 
him. The vast crowd burst into cheers when the 
friendly rivals appeared on the balcony grasping 
hands. It is probable Beaumont will start on the

laws relating to the postal service and par- 
ticularly with reference to the establishment 
of a parcels post.” ‘ 


Wide Powers to Committee. 
It.is proposed to give the committee wide 
powers of investigation into all branches of 
the postal service. 

In addition to the parcels post question 
the committee, if authorized to make the in- 
quiry, will investigate the operating methods 
of the postoffice department, the actual cost 
of handling the various classes of matter 
and the contention that express companies 
are being allowed in violation of the law to 
carry postal matter. It has been charged 
that the postoffice department has allowed 
the express companies to take over the profit- 
able short haul package business while leav- 
ing the unprofitable long hawls to the gov- 
ernment. 

Will Press Resolution. 

Senator Bourne says he intends to press 
for the adoption of his resolution at this 
session of congress. If he succeeds in having 
it adopted the inquiry will begin at once. 
That means that action on the establishment 
of a parcels post may be looked for some 
time during the regular session next winter. 

Not a bill providing for a parcels post has 
been introduced in the senate, and, while 
about twenty are pending in the house, there 
is no disposition at either end of the capitol 
to take up the question at this session. 

All this delay is gratifying to the anti- 
parcels post lobby, which, according to Rep- 
resentative Mondell of Wyoming is being 
financed by the express companies.

Washington, D. C., June 1.—The treasury 
made a fhuch better showing for May than it 
did for April, and its condition as compared 
with a month ago is materially strengthened. 
The piling up of gold coin and bullion In 
the vaults continues steadily. A little more 
than $1,815,000,000 was there today—tige high 
water mark for the treasury’s gold holdings. 


The government’s finances begin a new month's 
business on the basis of a surplus. It is small— 
lese than §1,000,000—but a surplus is shown in 
spite of nearly $3,000,000 spent from the cash 
Grawer for the Panama canal, Under ordinary 
circumstances & surplus of nearly $5,000,000 would 
be shown. 

May's receipts from all sources exceeded $61,- 
000,000 and beat April by around $10,000,000. Ex- 
penditures, however, were held down to about 
$56,000,000, some $3,000,000 greater than last 
mon th, 

Corporation tax receipte which will come in this 
month and promise to exceed the estimates, will 
add to the strength of the treasury.

There may never be another “ corner ’’ on 
the woard of trade such as those memorabie 
ones of Pardridge, Leiter, Phillips, or Patten. 

The recent closing out of the big deal in 
May wheat, with the attendant squealing 
anc squirming of the “ shorts,”” who were 
forced to come in and settle with the “ bulls "’ 
at the prices the bulla saw fit to fix induced 
directors of the board of trade to adopt a 
new rule yesterday, aimed at corners and 
manipulation of the grain marketa 

The rule is intended to relieve shorte who 
may hereafter be caughé, just asthe shorts 
were caught in the deal just closed. It pro- 
vides that the principals in any big deal on 
the board of trade shall be allowed to collect 
mot leas than 5 per cent nor more than 10 
per cent of the true commercial vale of the 
commodity dealt In. 


“Shorts” to Have Fair Settlement, 

This rule will prevent a “ squeeze’’ here- 
after>when conditions do not justify high 
prices. The “shorts” will be able to set- 
tle at the fair market price plus the liquidatec 
damages of not more than 10 per cent. The 
new rule is an amendment to rule, 23. It 
will be posted for ballot today and probab'ty 
will be approved. 

In the May wheat deal fust closed the May 
price at the windup. was $1.04%, while con- 
tract grades of wheat were about 18 cents 
lower. In other words the discrepancy be- 
tween the market value and the price the 
“shorts " were compelled to pay was about | 
1S cents 


Changes Prevailing Rule. 

The rules as they are et present provide 
that the average price of a future shall be 
the settling price for the day. Hereafter the 
eettling -price will be fixed by a committee 
appointed by the president, the members of 
which will take into consideration the cash 
price in Chicago on the last day of the month, 
prices in other markets for cash wheat and 
also for Sutures. 

All transactions growtng out of the May 
deal tn wheat were settied up with the ex- 
ception of the 205,000 bushels sol by Ben- 
nett & Co. to Peavey Grain company. No 
settlement of that tran@action has been 
made, but it is likely the trade will be closed 
up satisfactorily to all concerned. 

The committee that has been investigating 
the May wheat operations did not make any 
report fo the directors during the day. It is 
expected there will be further meetings to 
look into developments the final two or three 
days of May.
